Notes of a 
Naturalist 


Sunrise Park, Mt. Rainier Nation­ 
al Park.—The official name seems 
to be Yakima Park, after the Yakima 
Indians that came here during the 
summers, but that is merely the of­ 
ficial identification, the descriptive 
name is Sunrise Park and it is by 
that it is known to the residents of 
the Northwest and by other visitors 
who have ventured forth during the 
early hours of a clear mountain 
morning. 
In the Alpine Life Zone gird­ 
ling the slopes of Mount Rain­ 
ier, are many meadows that are 
conspicuously 
stamped wirh 
physical and plant life charac­ 
teristics of that high altitude 
zone. The slopes seem some­ 
what gentle, the depressions 
somewhat 
broad but that is 
often an illusion brought about 
by the ruggedness of the rocky 
projections above the surround­ 
ing meadows. From above the 
green carpeted areas appear to 
be well-kept parks, so much so, 
that the term park is applied to 
the more extensive stretches 
rather than meadow which is 
not quite adequate to embrace 
the semi-formal landscaping ef­ 
fects of the clumps of alpine fir. 
Here and there clumps occur with 
a careless irregularity that forms a 
regularity of pleasing landscape ef­ 
fects that test the credulity of visit­ 
ors unfamiliar with this lovely alpine 
tree. It does appear at places as if 
the park landscape department had 
gone to great labor to arrange the 
groups of trees in that most effective 
manner. Sometimes it takes consid­ 
erable marshalling of forces to con­ 
vince some visitors that this is all a 
natural landscaping unspoiled by the 
efforts of man. 
During the few weeks of sum­ 
mer in the high altitudes the 
wildowers carpet the parks with 
varied color but the predominat­ 
ing colors are darker reds, blues 
and yellows than at the lower 
elevations. The more numerous 
plants are Indian paint brush, 
lupine, potentilla, m o u n t a i n 
dock, phlox and anemone. As 
fall approaches the color fades 
here and there, the hairy seed 
pods of the anemone come into 
prominence, and a late bloom­ 
ing plant, blue gentian, begins 
to blossom, continuing until 
after the early snowfall. 
It would not be accurate to state 
that the color display is gone with 
the fading of the flower gardens, but 
that is the end for most persons as 
they do not visit the high altitudes 
during the fall season. Few ever 
give it any thought and seem sur­ 
prised when told that after the first 
snowfall, which remains on the 
ground for just a short time, the fall 
coloring is at its best, far more vivid 
and striking in some ways than the 
summer coloring. Then the nights 
are quite cool, the days clear, usually 
crisp but comfortable. 
To contact the varying moods 
of the mountain one must be up 
early. Just before daylight the 
great bulk of the mountain may 
be distinguished, seemingly far 
away, but as the light strength­ 
ens the mountain seems to move 
forward, coming closer and 
closer until the early daylight 
brings a clear view of the cold 
forbidding blue-gray glaciers 
corrugated by crevasses. One is 
glad he is not up there. And 
then, right before one’s eyes, a 
soft glow suddenly envelopes 
the mountain, the glaciers lose 
their chilly aspect and the 
mountain seems to be bidding 
us a good morning; a pleasant 
good morning. The first rays 
of the sun touch the top, spark­ 
ling lights appear on the glacier 
ice and rapidly the light moves 
down the slopes spreading over 
the alpine parks; we are stand­ 
ing in the sunlight, ve feel the 
welcome warmth, look about 
and suddenly discover the deep 
blue coloring in the sky and are 
aware that one of those glorious 
early fall days characteristic of 
the alpine life zone is before us. 
There were few persons about. I 
managed to detach myself from the 
small group and made off over the 
ridge for a long hike before break­ 
fast. There are times when it is 
pleasant to be alone and such a time 
is one of these clear mornings. 


From the top of one of the 
ridges I could look down on a 
beautiful alpine park and there 
in the attractive setting was a 
j house. A ranger had been tell-

Contrary to a 
rumor 
that the 


sewer will cost 
local 
taxpayers 


more than the 
bond 
issue, the 


fact is that the board of directors 


of the Sanitary 
d,strict 
cannot 


spend more than is authorized by 


the voters, which will be $35.000. 


The misleading rumor may be 


due to the fact that the sanitary 


board has applied for $65,000 fed­ 


eral funds under the PW A pro­ 


gram. 
However, only 55 per cent 


of this money will be loaned the 


district, 
the 
government taking 


the bonds, the balance being an 


outright gift, and will not be re­ 


paid.

Thursday, because 
keen interest 


is shown 
in 
the 
election. 
The 


need for a sewer system is imper­ 


ative, and even more so now than 


ever before, because of the many 


new buildings. 


Opposition to the bond issue is 


not in evidence, and it is believed 


the vote w ill be favorable by a 


large 
majority. 
However, 
pro­ 


ponents will 
not 
take chances, 


and a heavy vote for this time of 


year is predicted. 


The polling place will be at the 


school house, and the polls will be 


open from 6 a. m. until 7 p. m. 
The county board of supervisors on 
Tuesday voted a resolution commend­ 
ing to the Federal Public Works offi­ 
cials the application by the Palm 
Springs sanitation district for a $30,­ 
000 grant on a proposed $65,000 sewer 
project. 
Declaring th at the rapid growth of 
the desert resort city and the steadily 
increasing assessed valuation of the 
business and residential districts in­ 
cluded in the sanitation district boun­ 
daries, justify Federal aid for the 
project, the resolution was turned 
over to Frank V. Shannon of Palm 
Springs. He will telegraph it to Tom 
Lipps, Palm Springs representative, 
who is in Washington to urge favor­ 
able action on the project. 
On Sept. 12 the sanitation district 
residents will vote on a proposal to 
issue $35,000 bonds to help finance the 
project. The PWA rules require a 
sponsoring agency to put up 55 per­ 
cent of the cost of a project, the other 
45 percent being made in an outright 
grant of federal funds. 
The PWA 
then will loan the other 55 percent, 
indicating that the federal body will 
accept the district's bonds as security 
Tor the loan if the bonds are approved 
at the special election. 


$73,000.00 Carnell 
Business Block Now 
Under Construction 


Construction was started this week on the two-story business 
block on the large lot formerly occupied by the Community church, 
at the comer of Palm Canyon Drive and Andreas Road, for Mrs. 
H. G. Carnell of Dayton, Ohio. The plans indicate it will be the 
finest addition to the business district. 
The building will be of concrete construction, fronting 100 
feet on Palm Canyon Drive and 72 feet deep. The lower floor 
will contain five large shops and the upper floor will have 15 of­ 
fices and five apartments. The new structure will have the only 
electric elevator in Palm Springs. 
The building will be very colorful, with a brightly colored 
tile roof of many shades. The walls of the lower floor will be old 
Spanish white, the upper floor tan, and all will be trimmed with a 
delicate green tint. The entire scheme will be very decorative, for 
the outer walls will contain tile inserts and shields. Across the en­ 
tire front will be great plate-glass windows, and the sash and doors 
will be of steel. 
Every room in the building will contain the latest and most 
approved lighting fixtures, and the entire building will be wired 
for electric heating and air-conditioning. 
The store rooms will be large, the corner room being 25x60 
feet, the south room 30x70, and the three center rooms each 15x70. 
It is said that the contract price is £73,000, and that at least 
£5,000 more will be spent for furnishings. Mrs. Carnell paid £40,­ 
000 for the lot, and all other expenses incidental to the real estate 
transfer in addition. The price of £400 per front foot paid for the 
property establishes a new and definite value of business frontage. 
Robert Ransom, local realtor, has full charge of the property. 
He negotiated the sale and will be the manager of the building, tak­ 
ing care of all rentals and leases. W . O. W arner of Los Angeles 
is the builder, the only sub-contracts being for the plumbing and 
wiring. M r. W arner will open offices here and plans on locating 
in Palm Springs permanently. Shenck 8C Williams of Dayton, 
Ohio, are the architects. M. Arluck is the foreman in charge of 
construction. 
Contractor W arner is also building three bungalows for Mrs. 
Carnell back of the main structure. One of these will be a duplex. 
It is estimated that the entire project will be completed within 
90 days. W hether the shops and offices have been rented or who 
the tenants will be is not announced. 
Building materials were supplied by the Palm Springs Builders 
Supply Company, the Dill Lumber Company of Palm Springs, and 
the Huff Lumber Company of Los Angeles. 
The owner is the widow of the late H. G. Carnell, president 
of the National Cash Register Company. It is said she owns half 
interest in the company, and she is the only woman bank director 
in the slate of Ohio. Mrs. Carnell has spent several seasons at the 
Desert Inn. The heavy investment here indicates her confidence 
in the future growth and prosperity of this community.

When a woman or a man com­ 
mits murder in the first degree it 
is the right of the State to perform 
its tragic duty of hanging that per­ 
son by the neck until dead. No 
woman should be given preference 
Just because she is a woman. 
But, wait a minute. Nellie 
Madison, former Palm Springs 
hostess, is scheduled to die on Oc­ 
tober the fourth. The Supreme 
Court of California has so decreed. 
If she hangs she will be the first 
woman to be executed in Califor­ 
nia. 
Please read on: Nellie Madison 
shot and killed her husband, Eric 
Madison. She was driven to dis­ 
traction by his threats. She evi­ 
dently committed the act while 
under great mental strain. In her 
testimony, during her arrest and 
trial, 
she 
contradicted 
her­ 
self. Her mental processes were 
evidently out of balance at the 
moment. 
Nellie Madison today is in the 
Tehachapi prison 'o r women — 
wailing, fearful, broken, facing the 
gullows— 
Unless—the Governor of the 
State of California wills to save 
her life. 
There are thirteen steps leading 
down to the scaffold in the death 
chamber at San Quentin. Will 
Nellie Madison ever walk those 
steps? The opinion of this writer 
is that she will be saved from that 
agonizing pilgrimage. 
A. R. O'Brien, member of the 
state prison board, interviewed 
Mrs. Madison in prison. He told 
her, in effect, not to worry; that 
she would not die. He had no 
authority to say that. 


O’Brien's views wer e told in an 
article which he wrote for Ills own 
paper, 
the 
Ukiah 
Republican 
Press. 
“My code of life has taught me 
that when it becomes necessary 
to lie to save a woman from a 
great grief, the thing to do is lie, 
like a gentleman. This 1 did at 
Tehachapi. 
“Nellie Madison will not get a 
chance to read this. She is al­ 
ready cut off from the world. No 
newspapers ever reach her. No 
one sees her. She is already, as 
far as such a situation can pos­ 
sibly be, with the dead. 
"When Governor Merriam hears 
about what i did there may be a 
vacancy 011 the hoard of prison 
directors of California, but even 
so, the buoying up of that woman 
murderer, decreed to hang so 
soon, is worth my being dismiss­ 
ed." 
Governor Merriam said: 
"It was rather indiscreet for Mr. 
O’Brien to indicate to Mrs. Madi­ 
son that her sentence would not 
be carried out, but if he said that 
on his own initiative, and made it 
clear to the public that 1 had no 
connection with his statem ent. 1 
do not consider it a very serious 
m atter.” 
Those are the words of the Gov­ 
ernor. 
It is the opinion of this writer 
that California will not take the 
life of Nellie Madison. Some day 
she will be called to her Maker 
and He will pass judgment upon 
her. 
Until then, we believe, no hu­ 
man agency will take her life. 
Some day as all humans must do, 
Nellie Madison will embark upon 
the voyage to the farther shore of 
that mysterious sea upon whose 
wave has never yet been home 
the image of a homeward sail. 
The State of California will not 
—through the noose—provide the 
one-way ticket for that last jour­ 
ney. 


NEW TOWNSHIP 


TO INCLUDE PALM 


SPRINGS, IS PLAN 


Initial steps were taken by the board 
of supervisors this week to form a 
new judicial township for the Palm 
Springs and Cathedral City districts. 
The supervisors referred to District 
Attorney Earl Redwine a formal ap­ 
plication for the township presented 
to the board by Frank V. Shannon, 
Palm Springs chamber of commerce 
official and an active proponent of 
the new judicial area. 
District Attorney Redwine will draft 
the necessary ordinance creating the 
township and this then will be sub­ 
mitted to the supervisors for action. 
All members of the board appeared 
favorable to the proposal which would 
carve out a judicial district from the 
San Gorgonlo tow nship of which Palm 
Springs hitherto has been a part. 
The new judicial township would be 
six miles wide and 12 miles long, with 
the long part of the area extending 
east and west and including a part Of 
the eastern face of the San Jacinto 
mountains. The northern line would 
pass a ehort distance south of Chino 
canyon three miles north of Palm 
Springs and the southern line would 
pass just south of Cathedral City, in­ 
cluding this settlem ent in the area. 
The eastern boundary would be just 
west of Edom, excluding the settle­ 
ment.. Garnet also would lie outside 
the boundary. 
Mr. Shannon told the supervisors 
that formation of the township would 
doubtless result in economy to the 
county due to the long distance be­ 
tween the village and the township 
court at Banning. 
He said that if some method can be 
worked out to m ake the plan possible 
the Palm Springs police, now paid 
from a tax levied upon a police pro­ 
tection district including the settled 
areas of Palm Springs, might serve 
also as constable and deputies. 
Under the present system. Palm 
Springs often ie left without police 
I protection while officers take prison­ 
! ers to the Banning court for hearings. 
Mr. Shannon said, two officers being 
¡ necessary to escort prisoners to and 
from the court, This condition would 
1 he obviated if a court could be main- 
itained at Palm Springs, he said.

TAXPAYERS 


Frequently we hear of "n o n -tax p ay ers” w ho 
claim they do not pay any tax because they do 
not own property.

Somebody has compiled these figures: 
If the "n o n -tax p ay er” sm okes a pack of cig ­ 
a re tte s a day he donates about $18 a year.
